An Opinion on the Subject by C. F.

by a successful farmer why a shallow 
furrow of four Inches Is preferred to 
one or six or seven Inches.

Then again some plow deep only 


in the fall, and shallow In the spring, 
while It was true that conditions of 
soil and climate are modifying Influ-

Me seemed to be firmly grounded 


In the faith that plowing In the spring 
should be shallow and advanced some 
very goad reasons. One reason was, 
that Inert material 
IH not brought to 


Hie surface where It will surround 
the roots of growing crops. 


Again, if there is any trash on the 


surface It Is a great mistake to plow 
U under to any considerable depth, 
as the decay of vegetable matter will 
be little liberation of plant food during 
the first season. 


In addition to this waste may Inter 


fere with the upward movement of 
water from subsoil. 


In case of breaking up meadows or 


o'd pastures he had often seen far- 
mers plow them too deep In the spring 
mi It was a great mlstalte to turn sod 
over at a depth of six or seven Inches, 
when a furrow of three or four Inches

American agricultural products Into 
the German Kmplre. 


The protest has not yet been made, 


but the views of the German govern- 
ment are well known. Already the op- 
ponents of Cuban reduction arc saying 
that. It will lie poor policy for the 
United States to aid the planters of 
Cuba and by so doing bring on a com- 
mercial war with Germany, which IB 
the second best customer the United 
States has. There Is a prevalent opin- 
ion that if the United States does favor 
Cuba, and to that extent discriminate 
agalnot German beet sugar, the Ber- 
lin government may retaliate with ad- 
ditional obstacles In the way of Amer- 
ican products seekltic market In Ger- 
many.

Meanwhile Buckncr had sent notlco 


to his lr..o|is on the front line that he 
had made a proposition to the enemy 
to surrender the fort and asked them 
to nutll'y the Federal troops In front In 
order to stop further lighting. Whlto 
lln^H appeared all along the rllle pita, 
but none on the fort Itself. To Grant's 
messisge he replied that he was com- 
pellud by circumstances to accept the 
"iiimcncrotu) and unchlvalrous terms" 
proposed. 
On receiving this second 


letter Grant mounted his horse and 
rode along the lines toward the little 
village of Hover, where the Confeder- 
ate headiitiartcni were located. Firing 
had ceased on both tildes, and on reach- 
ing the Confederate outposts In front 
of 1 lover Grant was not •challenged. 
He continued on to the little two story, 
iinpalnted tavern, which linn become 
historic as the scene of the famous 
surrender, and was surprised to tlnd 
that General Lew Wallace was already 
In consultation with his old enemy, 
Uuckner. 
Wallace commanded the 


Federal troops nearest to Dover and 
had had his soldiers nstlr before tho 
break of day. Intending to charge tho 
Confederate breastworks as KOOII nn It 
became light enough to maneuver. Tho 
regiments were forming for the pur- 
IIUKO whan a bugle blast across tbo 
lines announced the approach of a flag 
of truce. The truce otllcer stated that 
Uuckner had decided to surrender and 
nuked that there be no more tiring. 
Wallace, gave orders to his brigade 
commanders to advance and take pos- 
session of the enemy's works and hlm- 
nelf rode with the Confederate to 
Iluckner'H •I'lnrlors. 


Wallace sent his name In to the Con- 


federate chieftain, who reengnlzed In 
him an acquaintance nnd ordered the 
Hcntlncl to admit him. After n gen- 
eral handshake between tho Federal 
and the Confederate leader and staff 
nil sat down to a breakfast of corn- 
bread and coffee. 
During the meal 


Grant arrived nnd nt once entered In- 
to friendly conversation with Buck- 
ner, whcni he had known nt West 
Point and afterward In tho regular 
army. 
Uuckner said that If he had 


been In command nt Donelsan nt the 
start Grant could not have come up to 
It as boldly ns ho had done. Grant an- 
swered that If he had known Iliicknor 
woo In command ho would not have 
tried to come up In the same way. 


The capture of Donclson wns tho 


flrst stunning victory of the war. Grant 
wns Immediately promoted to the rank 
of inajor general of volunteers. The 
phrase "unconditional surrender" luw 
canie n watchword In the northern 
camps. AH the Initials of Grant's name 
corresponded to the llrst letters In the 
phrase the coincidence wns caught up 
and banners were emblazoned with 
the legend "Unconditional Surrender 
Crant." 
Throughout the army east 


nnd west the fame of Grant Inspired 
the soldiers with fresh hope. 
If the 


old tlag could win In one fight, why 
not In others? Grant did not rest with 
the fall of Donolson. 
Ho promptly 


notlllcd his superior officer. General 
Hailed;, who was nt St. Louis, that he 
would push on up the Cumberland riv- 
er and take Clnrksvllle the 21st of Feb. 
rtiary and Nashville, the capital of Ten- 
nessee and the strongest Confederate 
post In the region, by the 1st of March. 
He believed that the fall of Donelson 
opened the way for Federal advance all 
over the Houthwest and that the armies 
could march at once to Chattanooga, 
Corinth.

points ultimately captured only after 
hard lighting. 


Without waiting for orders or for re- 


plies to his dispatches about his move- 
ments Grant started for Nashville., He 
reached there before March 1 and found 
It already In possession of the Federals 
under General Don Carlos Buell. IJuell 
had followed the retreat of the enemy 
from Kentucky southward, n result of 
the fall of Henry and Donelson, and 
naturally reached Nashville In the 
wake of the Confederates. Grant was 
met nt Nashville by orders from Ilnl- 
leck to leave a small garrison at Donel- 
son and move his whole command hack 
to Fort Henry. Two days later he re- 
ceived Instructions to place General C. 
J. Smith In active commune! of the 
troops and remain himself at Fort 
Henry. And at the end of another two 
days he was virtually placed In arrest 
for disobedience to orders which he 
had never received nnd for going to 
Nashville without permission from hia 
superiors. Thus four weeks from the 
time the campaign opened with the 
blow at Fort Henry nnd while the 
country rang with praises to the vic- 
tor Grant was under arrest nnd with- 
out a command, all owing to the red 
tape routine of department headquar- 
ters. 


Meanwhile the Confederates under 


the able leadership of Albert Sidney 
Johnston were getting nway from the 
Kentucky line and middle Tennessee 
back to the strongholds of Cortuth, 
Memphis and Chattanooga, which it 
would cost heavily to capture after the 
•nemy should fortify them.

ed and the mills have resumed their 
y-onted activity. 
In fact at no time 


had the trouble assumed a serious as- 
I-ect. 


Few factories, employing the same 


number of persons, iuivc hod as little 
eal labor trouble, as have the propri- 
itors of the Rock River Cotton Co., 
rlcssrs. Thomas o. and Fred H. Howe. 
They have sought to do the fair thing 
iy all employes and have paid as 
F.reat wages as was possible and HUC- 
'•'ssfully competed wl.tli other Instl- 
Ulons which manufacturers of the 
lame or slmlllar goods and compete 
vlth them In the general market. 


At the Inception of the trouble the 


-?owe Bros, told a representative of 
lielr employes that they might send a 
•ommlttee to Beaver Dam, WIs..- and 
Peorla. III., where there nre slmlllar 
mills, also to tho Lewis knitting mills, 
the Isabelle factory, the Janesvlllc 
clothing factory, the Janesvllle wool- 
en mills, cigar box factory and. any 
'.ther factory employing women, av- 
erage tho wages paid per hour

-.11 these mills nnd factories and they 
vould pay tho average wage. 


The Howe Bros, are paying 
25 
cents per day more than some of the 


stern factories producing goods with

The Howe Bros, made certain 


concessions to their employes which

circumstances.

IN BADGER STATE 


Unfavorable Conditions Arc Likely 


to Kill Many of Wisconsin's 


Much Protected Bird. 


More than live years ago tho U-gls- 


luturu of Wisconsin made n law for- 
bidding the killing of quail on any 
day of the year. 
The supply had 


dwindled to only a few birds. 
Thousands of pairs were Imported 


from Oklahoma and freed In the south- 
cm counties. They multiplied prodig- 
iously. 
For two years past. In the 


southwestern counties especially, they 
•1-jivo been Incredibly numerous. 


The farmers did not shoot them or 


trap them: no visiting sportmen were 
permitted to hunt them. 
Kvery real- 


iitent constituted himself a sort of a 
<:epirty game warden. 
That Is an agricultural region with 


rood cover. 
Quail, were everywhere 


iractlcally. 
All spring and suinmnr 


they took dust baths In the roads, or 
•whistled from the orchards or fences. 
Skunks, foxes, wildcats and such pre- 
datory fauna had been almost exter- 
minated.

In tho winters bevies came Into the 


backyards of farmhouses and fed with 
the chickens. 
They trotted about 


the barns undisturbed.
